Maxims of Phyſick, built on 
ſuch a ſolid Foundation, cannot fear 
to be overthrown by ſucceeding Im- 
provements; or need to be ſupport- 
ed by thoſe mean Artifices, to which 
falſe Science mult of Neceſſity have 
recourſe : ſince it can never be ſafe but 
by ſhutting up every freſh Avenue of 
Truth, and n againſt any 
new Diſcovery.

A Balſamick Styptick in a Generous Cor- 
dial, is a thing ſo new, and fo different 
from all other Scypticts, that it may be 
juſtly ſuſpected by ſuch as have not yet 
experienced the Force of it, or even de- 
cried by thoſe who will not be at the 
Pains to make the Experiment for their 
own Conviction: For the whole Claſs of 
Stypticks, belides this, are either weak, 
or nauſeous, or uncertain ; or if made 

very 
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very powerful in the Sryptick Property, 
they are dangerous, from a Corroſiveneſs 
that remains, and naturally grows in 
them afreſh; and alſo they are deſtitute 
of a healing Quality, notwithſtanding 
the moſt refined Preparations of them. 


r TUERETORE, ſuch as are leſs knowing 
y in the more occult Properties of Bodies, 
be will probably be at a Loſs how to ac- 
e- count for its Operation; and even thoſe 


öl- who are more diſcerning, will perhaps 
ſe, attribute it to ſome Principle in Nature 
:N- which they have not much conſidered, 
ſed and with which they are not fully ac- 


quainted. On this Account ſome of the 
Learned, as well as the Ignorant, may be 
apt to retain ſome little Remains of Pre- 
= judice againſt it, even after the viſible 
= EffeAs of it are no longer to be denied; 
but as it becomes better known, theſe 

Remains of Prejudice will eafily diſperſe 
by Degrees, and vaniſh upon an impar- 
tial Enquiry.

fect as Phylick is, ſhould not be favour- 
ably received, much leſs diſcountenanced 
or oppoſed. And it is a ſtrong Inſtance 
of the Power of Prejudice beyond the 
Love of Truth, that notwithſtanding 
the Yariety and Uncertainty of the Theo- 


ries that have been advanced, and the 


different and even contrary Methods of 
Practice that have prevailed by Turns in 
different Ages, and ftill prevail in diffe- 
rent Countries, that there ſhould be e- 
very where ſo warm a Zeal for the 
faſhionable Forms of Preſcription, and ſo 
{ſevere a Cenſure of whatever ſeems to 
vary from them. 


IT will perhaps be entertaining to a 
Reader, not appriz'd of the various Re- 
volutions that have happened in the State 
of Phyſick, and of the fiery Diſputes 
that have been managed between the 
contending Parties, to take a View of 
the three great Orders, the Emperical, the 
Galenical, and the Chymical ; to which 
Claſſes the Science and Practice of Phy- 
fick may be reduced ; nor can it pretend 
to any higher Antiquity, than that of be- 
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ing ſprung from Greece or Rome. A more 
ancient Learning of this kind, which pro- 
bably flouriſhed among the Chaldeans or 
the Egyptians, and the Oriental Sages, tO 
which the Scriptures ſeem to allude, be- 
ing in a manner loſt. 


Tz Emperical Seft, of which Diaſco- 
rides was a Chief, meerly collected the 
Experience of the ſpecifick Virtues of 
Simples, ſometimes mixing and mana- 
ging them in Medicines in ſuch a way, 
as the Tradition of their Predeceſſors or 
their own Experience taught them, as be- 
ing deficient of Theory and Syſtematick 


Knowledge. 


T1 1s traditional Knowledge of the 
Empericks, was eſteemed but as Ignorance 
and Quackery by thoſe Orders of Phyſi- 


* cians, who made higher Pretences to 


Learning, and who chiefly followed Ga- 
len; tho* at the ſame time theſe Galeniſts 
made uſe of the Knowledge of the Em 


pericks, and begged their Experience from 
them.

Tr x Galenical Sect, which eaſily ſet 
aſide the Emperical Tribe of Practition- 


ers, greatly affected Methodiſing, and 
making Schemes, and Inſtitutions of Phy- 


ſick, founded on the empty and un- 
certain Notions of the natural Philoſo- 
phy then current, which was remark- 
ably falſe and defective, even beyond all 
the other Sciences. 


Tus E learned Schemes, however 
groundleſs and chimerical, built upon 
the beggarly Elements of that deluſive 
Philoſophy which ſerved to amuſe their 


Followers, yet furniſh'd them with a 


ſubtle and unintelligible Sophiſtry, by 
which they dogmatically determined by 
what Methods Diſeaſes ſhould be ſucceſs- 
tully attack'd, and excluded ſuch Medi- 
cines as did not ſuit with their Syſtems, 
By their infallible Deciſions, many noble 
medicinal Secrets in the Emperical Sect 
were probably diſcarded ; and inſtead of 


them, a numerous Train of mix'd Medi- 


cines was introduced. This brought on 
that-ſubſervient Branch of Phylick ſtiled 
Phar: 
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Pharmacy, which ſupplies the well ſtor d 
Magazines of the Apothecary; and from 
ſuch a confuſed Complication of Sim- 
ples, often ill-ſorted or diſagreeing in 
their medicinal Powers of Operation, 
and ſo wrong apply d, is ſprung up the 
vaſt Heaps of Galenical Rubbiſh, as it 
is evident from the capital and other 
compounded Medicines, of which fo- 
reign Diſpenſatories (to ſay nothing of 
our own) give numerous Examples, 


THus tne Authority of Galen, like 
that of Ariſtotle, prevailed in the Schools 
and Univerſities of Europe, and phy ſical 
Inſtitutions were received together with 
the Peripaterick Philoſophy, with which 
they were interwoven. As the Theology 
of the Schools ſtood much on the ſame 
Foot, the Superſtition of thoſe Times was 
intereſted in the Defence of the Doctrines 
of Galen, which were built on the ſame 
common Principles. Thus the Preten- 
ſigns of the regular Phyſicians being ſup- 
ported by the Power of the Popiſh 


Clergy, and maintained by Civil Magi-

ſtrates, a kind of Popery in Phyſick was 
eſtabliſhed. | 


Ix theſe Ages of imaginary Learning, 
Innovations in Phylick were looked on 
almoſt as Hereſies ; and as Chymiſtry then 
began to be ſecretly cultivated, as an 
unlawfut or ſuſpected Art, not to be 
exerciſed without Fear and Caution, 
farther than the vulgar Diſtillations and Mo 
Operations of the Fire, ſome new Ex- f 
periments, which then appear'd ſurpri- 


ſing, were treated as a kind of Magick 
or Witcheraft : Some Remains of this re- S 
lig ious Horrour of Novelty, even in 8 
phy ſical Enquiries, may ſtill be obſerv'd { 


in the more illiterate Countries; and as k 
I was told by an eminent Profeſſor at 
Padua, it is even at preſent dangerous 
to open new Inventions in that Uni- 4

verting (if not inſtructive to ſome) to 
ſee with what Raſhneſs and Arrogance 
the College of Phyſicians at Paris treated 


two young chymical Phyſicians Quercetan

QUERCETAN having wrote a Book 
about Chymical Phyſick, this learned and 
> orthodox Body judged it proper, ſince the 
Shrine of their Goddeſs, the Galenical 
Syſtems, were in danger, to begin a Per- 
ſecution in the due Forms practiſed by the 
moſt approved Maſters of the perſecuting 
Science; | firſt by Reproaches and Ca- 
lumnies, then by ſolemn Cenſures. Their 
= firſt Sentence was againſt Guercetan, in 
- _— which they not only condemn his Chy- 
: + mical Books, but even the Art of Chy- 
| many it ſelf, Non tantum Libros ſpag i- 
ricos unanimo conſenſu Quercetani damnat 
E etiam Artem ipſam ſpagiricam, &c. 
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Ma verxn's Apology coming out, in De- 
fence of his Friend Quercetan, they had 
the Vanity to publiſh a ſecond Sentence 
againſt him, which being of the ſame 
Purport with the former, one of them 
may ſuffice; it is as follows:

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The College of Phyſicians in the Uni-

demn it as a ſcandalous Libel, filled 


with Lies and impudent Calumnies, 
which would never have been pub- 
liſhed but by an ignorant, impudent 
Fellow; and do judge the ſaid T arquertt 
unworthy to practice Phyfick, for his 
Raſhneſs and Impudence, and Igno- 
rance of true Medicine ; and they do 
admoniſh all Phyſicians that practice 
in any Place whatſoever, that they 
expell the ſaid Targuett, and ſuch like 
Monſters of Men and Opinions, out of 
their Territories; that they abide 
firmly in the Doctrine of Fhppocrares

& and Galen: And further, they forbid 
« any of the College of Phyſicians at 
Paris ever meeting in Conſultation 
with the ſaid Turquett, or any ſuch 
like ; and whoſoever does otherwiſe, 
ſhall be deprived of all the Honours, 
Ornaments and Privileges of the Col- 
lege and Univerſity, and be expung'd 


out of the Liſt of Ruling Phyſicians, 
Given at Paris, December 5, 1603. 
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ArrER all this ſolemn Farce, the two 
Phyſicians ſo rudely cenſured, and ſeve- 
ral other eminent Chy miſts of that Time, 
continued to propagate their Chymical 
Diſcoveries with Succeſs; and their Re- 
putation remained unharmed by the vain 
Terrors of theſe Collegiate Scare-crows, 
dreſs d up in a pompous Shew of Learn- 
ing, to deter others (better qualified for 
advancing the Science they profeſs d,) 
from invading the Fields of Knowledge. 


SIX T. Mayern, upon his coming to 
England, was contented to be placed at 
the Head of the Diſtillers Company, per- 
haps declining at firſt the College of Phy- 

licians 
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ſicians here, who were many of them 
rigid Galeniſts, from an Apprehenſion or 
Experience of a like Treatment from 
them ; but it might ſeem invidious to 
renew the Memory of any little Oppo. 
ſitions he met with, ſince they have 
been largely attoned by the juſt Honours 
afterwards paid him, his Picture being 


- plac in the College, in Honour of his 
Memory. . 


AB Our this Time Chymiſtry began 
to prevail, and more powerful Advocates 
appeared for it in other Nations as well 
as our own; ſuch as Agricola, Glauber, 
Helmont, Lord Bacon, T achenius, Dicken- 
* /on, Boyl and Start, &c. with a nume- 
* rous Train of Followers; who intermix- 
ing Chymical Medicines with their Met. 
tallurgital Studies, at once advanced the 
Refining of Metals, and the Reformation of 


Phe. 


Tris new Rank of Virtuoſo's ſoon 
obliged the. Galenical Sect to capitulate; 
thereupon a mixture of Galenical and 
Chymical Medicines was ſtruck into, and 

the

the preſent PraQice of Phyſick amongſt us 
is the Reſult of this Conjunction. As to 
the Galenical Part indeed, ſome Improve- 
ments may have been ſince made, ſome 
old Errors recti yd, or ſome new Theo- 
ries advanced, agreeable to the late Diſ- 
coveries in Philoſophy : As to the Chy- 
mical Part, which ſeems to have been 
more neglected, we have little to boaſt ; 
and it may perhaps deſerve to be conſi- 
dered, whether we may not have loſt 
ſeveral curious Specificks, by too immo- 
derate Contempt of the Obſervations of 
the Emperical Set, as Quacks, which 
ſeem to be wholly confined to the Clo- 
ſets of Matrons. 


THis tranſient View of the Diffi- 
culties that have attended Alterations in 
the Practice of Phyſick, even in very 
minute Particulars, the moſt juſtly cele- 
brated Medicines, namely, Mercury, Cor- 
tex, Ipececuena, &c. having been introdu- 
ced, not without great Oppoſition, ap- 
pears almoſt Romantick, when we con- 
ſider the Candour that reigns amongſt us, 
and the Liberty that is allow'd.

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THis may ſufficiently ſecure this 
Account of the vain Prepoſſeſſions of 
another Age and Nation, from being in- 
terpreted as a Reflection on our own. 


TuEsk Remarks may, however, make 
it the leſs ſurprizing, if there ſhould 
ſtill be found in ſome few Perſons in this 
happy Age of Freedom, ſome little Re- 
mains of theſe unreaſonable Prejudices 


not yet wholly extinguiſhed. To this 


it may be imputed, if before they were 
well acquainted with the Facts, ſome 
few perhaps by Defign, others by Sur- 
prize, may have expreſs'd a Diffidence 
or Contempt of this Sryprtick ; which 
many of them have ſince ſeen Reaſon to 
approve and recommend. 


Tuis will be the more excuſable, ſince

But all theſe be- 
ing of a corroſive Quality, nor being ever 
known to be quite freed from it by the 
moſt artificial Preparations of what kind 
ſoever, (even Rabel's and Denniss Drops 
not excepted, ) ſo many Inconveniencies 
aroſe from them, as obliged us to ſeek 
out other Medicines for help on this 


Occation. Theſe Inconveniencies brought 
we 
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up the Uſe of Turpentine and other fupp9* 
* fed Specificks, belides Sympathetick Powder ; 
and for internal Bleedings were intro- 
f duced ſeveral ſuppoſed Specificks and their 
artificial Management, e. g. the Blood 
Stone, dry'd Toads, Vinegar Stoops, Poco 
Sempe or Indian Moſs, the Juice of Nettles, 
Terra Japonica, Dragon's Blood, Jeſuits 
Bark, Tormentil Root, Saturnus prepared, 
and Uſnea, i. e. Moſs of dead Souls, of 
| which two laſt Mr. Boyle ſpeaks with 
Emphaſis on this Head. Theſe and ſuch 


. like, together with ſeveral artificial Pre- 

parations of them ſuited to the Caſes 
occurring of internal Maladies, com- 
x prehend the Extent of the preſent Prac- 
: tice on this Article; but the Inſufficieney 
p of theſe Mediciues for external, and the 
5 Nauſeouſneſs as well as the Uncettainty 


ther Inconveniencies, ard nororious to 
the daily Practiſers of Phyſick, And as 
to the Specitick of Monſieur Dennis 
before-mentioned, which was bought by 
King Charles II. at a very high Priee, an 
Account of which was afterwards print- 
ed by Order of the French King's Phyſi-

of them for internal Bleedings, and o- 
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cian, as to the making it by a nice Pre: 
paration from Vitriol, and alſo as to 
Rabel's Drops, which ſeem the ſame; al- 
ſo as to that of Dr. Colebateh his Major and 
Minor Styptick, together with Fryer's 
Styptick ; all theſe ſeem both dangerous 
as to internal and external Uſe, being 
leſs or more corroſive, (eſpecially if kept 
long) notwithſtanding the Smallneſs of 
the Quantity; Accounts of which are 
ſet forth by the Royal Society, and other 
Examples. Under theſe Uncertainties, 
through good Fortune, or more properly 
by a kind Providence, was the new Bal- 
ſamick Styptick diſcover'd among us, 
which at length being brought to a 
Standard Perfection, it will with Eaſe, 
Safety, and moral Certainty, anſwer all 
| the Intentions propoſed by all the other 
'F |  before-mention'd Srypricks, without the 
8 leaſt Hazard of any corroſive Tendency 
or Inconvenience by Nauſeouſneſs natu- 
rally ariſing from the other, whether 
uſed for external or internal Bleedings. 
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To put this beyond doubt, and ſhew 
the ſovereign Balſamick and Styptict Nature 
| of 
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of this Medicine, I ſhall give an impartial 
Account of its Progreſs, and ample De- 
monſtrations of its Virtue, in the ſeveral 
Caſes of Bleedings, external or internal], 
that commonly fall under a Phyfician or 
Surgeon's Care, 


IT is about four Years ſince this S:p- 
tick began to be talked of, the firſt Men- 
tion of it having been occaſioned in the 
following manner. | 


A preat Variety of Experiments had 
been made privately by the Author, ſo 
that he was fully convinc'd from Facts as 


well as Principles of the Medicine, of the 
Excellency and Uſefulneſs of it. 


BUT being a Junior, and foreſeeing 
what Difficulties and Prejudices would 


4 naturally ariſe from ſuch a new Inven- 


tion, when preſented to the World by 
himſelf; and it being a new medicinal 
Preparation from a Principle that is not 
cultivated by ſome of the firſt Charac- 


ter, and eſteem'd as Oracles in Phyfick 
and Surgery; he rather concealed” him-

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ſelf and the Medicine, than endeavour'd 
to divulge it at firſt in his own Name. 


HowE VER, it was impoſſible long to 
conceal either the Medicine or the Au- 
thor ; and ir is eaſy to imagine the diffe- 
rent Cenſures paſſed upon both on that 
Occaſion : But notwithſtanding the Diſ- 
vantages attending the firſt Appearance 
of ſo new and ſurprizing a Medicine, 
ſo ſlenderly recommended to the World, 
he did not much trouble himſelf about 
the Succeſs, leaving it to Truth and 
Time, The Fame of it as a Novelty 
and aCurioſity ſpread ſo, that at length Sir 
Richard Blackmore hearing of it, gave a 
particular Attention to it, and was deſi- 
rous to be ſatisfy'd as to its Virtue ; al- 
ledging, that if what ſome Perſons Gaid 
of it was true, it was but Juſtice to the 
World to publiſh jt, that Mankind 
might reap the Benefit. 


I order therefore to be ſatisfy'd as 
to the Matter of Fact, he deſired that 
himſelf, and ſeveral Surgeons and others, 
might have ſome Proofs and Demonſira- 
tion 
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tion, if there was ſuch a wonderful Vir. 
tue in this Medicine ; accordingly he ap- 
pointed a Time, when by his Directions 
ſeveral of every Branch of the Faculty 
were invited to meet; and beſides Sir 
Richard Blackmore and Dr. Douglas, Four 
other Phyficians, Three Surgeons and ſe- 
veral Gentlemen were preſent, as Mr. 
Bellers, Mr. Moult, and Mr. Emmett, &c. 


Trex Experiment was thus propoſed 


to be performed in an open publick man- 


ner, and not clandeſtinely as in a Cor- 
ner, that an Appeal might be made to 
the Senſes of all Men, and the mature 
Judgment of the niceſt Artiſts. 


THEN before all the Company I of- 
fered to give an immediate Proof that 
this zew Styptick Balſam would ſtop any 
Flux of Blood without any cauſtick Qua- 
lity, without raiſing an Eſcar, and with- 
out Bandage; and themſelves were left to 
chooſe the Place where they would 


make the Wound, Sir Richard Blackmore 


was pleaſed to fay, that as this was an

 Accorpixcly Mr. Smith, (late Sur- 
geon of St. Bartholemew's Hoſpital) declared 
the opening the Craral Artery wou'd be: 
the moſt ſtrong and clear Conviction; 
for if it would ſtop ſuch an Arterial Flux, 
without forming an Eſcar, and without 
a Bandage, it was what no Styptick they 
had would do, nor did he believe it poſſible. 


Arr the Phyſicians and Surgeons ac- 
quieſcing in that Opinion, a Dog was 
ty'd down ; and a Dram being drank of 
the Styptick before them all, by the Au- 
thor, and by as many of the Company as 
pleaſed, to ſhew its innocent Balſamick 
Quality, a large Inciſion was made into 
the Craral Artery, with the crural Vein 
being cut; the Blood guſhed out furi- 
ouſly, but upon the Surgeon's Appren- 
tice only applying a little Tow ſteeped in 
this Styptick, with the Preſſure of his 
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Fingers a few Minutes, the Bleeding 


ſtop'd before all the Company, and the 
Lint was took off for them to ſee it, 


Tuk Dog afterward was ty'd down 
in Straw to keep him quiet, but before 
Morning he broke looſe, and was found 
walking about the Room, without the 
leaſt Return of bleeding. Dr. Douglas 
and others, ſurprized with this quick 
Effet, queſtioned whether the Trunk 
of the Crural Artery was fairly cut; 
therefore the Dog's Thigh was open'd, and 
*twas found that ſome Arterial Branches 
with the Crural Vein were cut, but the 
principal Trunk was not cur. 


THEREFORE for a clearer Satisfaction, 
he, Dr. Douglas, perform'd an Experi- 


ment of the like Kind, and without ſo 


very much Company preſent. 


Ox that Occaſion he himſelf Iaid open 
the Thigh of a large Dog, and then raiſ- 
ing the main Trunk of the Crural Arte- 
ry upon his Probe, made a large Orifice 


into it, and the Blood violently guſhed 


out ; 
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out ; but upon his applying the Styptick, 
with the Preſſure of his Fingers a few 
Minutes, it quickly ſtop'd, as in the for- 
mer Dog ; whereupon the Dr. declared 
he was ſatisfied, 


ArrERWARNDS, that skilful Surgeon 

Mr. John Douglas, ( who firſt happily 
brought on the new Way of Cutting for 
the Stone, for which his Brethren have 
endeavoured to reward and honour him, 


by handſomely preſenting him with the 


Freedom of their Company) he being an 
abſolute Unbeliever in this Styptick, full 
Opportunity was given for to ſatisfy 
his Curioſity : Therefore firſt coming 
with his Brother the Dr. and others, he 
open'd the Crural Artery, as before de- 
{cribed ; but on applying the Styprick, it 
ſtopt quickly. | | 


AFTER all theſe, Sir R. Blackmore was 
pleaſed further to propoſe, as a concluſive 
Demonſtration of the Power of this Me. 
dicine, both as a Styprtich to ſtop the Bleed- 
ing, and a Balſam to heal the Wound, 
that the hindgr Leg of a Nog ſhou'd be 

quite 
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quite cut off; which being readily con- 
ſented to, the Surgeon Douglas perform- 
ed the Amputation as near the Body as 
poſſible ; the Bleeding was quickly ſtopꝰ'd, 
and the Wound ſoon healed by applying 
the Styptick every Day, and it was guard- 
ed againſt the Dog's licking himſelf by a 
ſuitable Cover. 


Trx preceding Experiments were 
performed in the Sight of ſeveral others, 
whoſe Names might be mentioned if it 
was judged neceſſary ; but it's wholly 
needleſs, fince I have named three, 
whoſe exquiſite Judgments in their Pro- 
feſſion, and known Characters, are ſuf- 
ficient Vouchers ; and it is by their joint 
Conſent I mention their Names. I 
ſhall conclude by adding Mr. Douglas 
the Surgeon's Letter to me, which con- 
firms the equal Efficacy of it upon hy- 
mane, as well as brute Bodies,

| Care of Phyſicians and Apothecaries, the 
former of which ſeldom care to pre- 
ſcribe, nor can indeed at once introduce 
a new invented Medicine, be it never 
ſo good, (leſt they ſhould be branded as 
Qaacks) many of the Apothecaries nei- 9 
ther have, nor at firſt ſee their Intereſt 3 
in having it; this naturally creates a 


Difficulty of producing ſo numerous and 
ample Proofs made of it by many of the 
ficſt Rank; yet in all theſe Particulars ? 
there are not wanting ſufficient Proofs Þ 
from a compleat Number of ſuitable ex - 
pert Witneſſes, | FizxsT, 
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FirsT, As to Bleeding at the Noſe, 
two Inſtances among ſeveral others may 
ſuffice. About the Beginning of Janu- 
ary 1719, Mr. Bellers in the Poultrey de- 
fired me to give Advice and Aſſiſtance 
to a poor Man, William Staines, who 
was then at Iſington, at the Sign of the 
Two Brewers : He had been ill about a 
Fortnight, and afterwards fell into a 
Bleeding at the Noſe, which continued 
above Four Days and Nights, ſo that 
his Strength was exhauſted, and he could 
neither go nor ſtand, and had almoſt 
loſt his Senſes; ſeveral of the beſt and 
uſual Means that could be thought of 


by the Surgeon and Apothecary, had 
been uſed in vain. 


I went and found the poor Wretch, to 
his own and others Apprehenſion, al- 
moſt expiring ; I firſt gave him a Spoon- 
ful of the Styptick as a Cordial, then 
made him clear his Noſe as well as he 
could in ſuch Weakneſs, thereupon ap- 
plying a Doſil of Lint, ſteeped in the

Ax Account of this Fact was fign'd 
by the Man, and ſeveral neighbouring 
Gentlemen, and handed about to teftify 
it; ſo that it was ſhewn to ſeveral emi- 
nent Perſons of the Faculty, before I knew 
any thing of it, and then as a Preſent 
was ſent, and now lies before me. 


Mr. Douglas ſent me a Letter, in which 
was a P. S. being a Copy from a Brother 
Surgeon at Glouceſter, Jately relating 
what wonderful Succeſs he had in ſeve- 
ral Inſtances with this Styptick, and 
which he found to ſtop Bleeding like a 
Charm ; particularly in the Caſe of a 
Woman bleeding at the Noſe, which had 


baffled ſeveral Surgeons thereabouts ; but 


by thruſting of Tents dip'd in this Styp- 
tick Liquor up her Noſe, the Bleeding 
Rop'd immediately. 
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SEVERAL Other Inſtances of the like 
Succeſs in this Caſe might be given, but 
as bleeding at the Noſe i is ſo near a - kin 
to external Bleedings, if the Veſſel can 
be reach'd by the Doſil, which therefore 
makes clearing the Noſe requiſite, it's 
needleſs to multiply Proofs of this kind, 


I sHALL proceed to much more dif- 


ficult Cafes, which are out of the Reach 
of Tents and Doſils, and ſhew by indubi- 
table Proofs, that the Medicine is of the 
ſame Certainty and Safety inwardly a- 
gainſt vomiting and ſpitting of Blood, when 
prudently uſed. 


AND the firſt is of a young Man, 
Mr. Nightingall, the late Mr. Doubles 
Partner, whom tho? I never attended in 
his Illneſs, the Caſe as his Letter ſhewed 
was thus. About the Beginning of Sep- 
tember 1719, he was in the Evening ſeiz- 
ed with vomiting and ſpitting of Blood 


ſeveral Times, about an Hour betwixt 


each Fit: He was blooded, and the Sur- 
geon gave him about two Spoonfuls of 


this Balſamick Styptick, and repeated it 
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next Morning, for a little Blood appear'd 
mix'd with the Spittle ; but continuing 
the Uſe of the Sryprick two or three Days 
in that manner Night and Morning, he 
grew perſectly well, and never had any

ANoTHER Caſe was of Mr. Sutton, 
the Braſier*s Servant, J. Randel, who ac- 


cidentally daſhing his Breaſt againſt a 
Poſt, after which Blow he ſpit and vo- 
mited Blood for a great many Weeks to- 
gether, leſs or more ; but the Surgeon 
at laſt apply'd the Uſe of the Sryprick by 
a Spoonful or Two a Day, which in a 


little Time ſtop'd both the ſpitting and 
vomiting Blood, 


In a Letter I received from Mr. Col- 
lier, the Surgeon in Red-Croſs Street, a- 
mong ſeveral other Facts of its curing 
great external Bleedings and Wounds un- 
der his Care, he adds a remarkable Caſe 
of a Patient of his, a Diſtiller, who, 
through exceſſive drinking ſpirituous Li- 


quors, 
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quors, had thrown himſelf into violent 
ſpitting and vomiting Blood, but by 
giving him ſmall Draughts made up 
chiefly of the Sryprick, he was ſoon cured ; 
on Recovery, he returning to his irre- 
gular Courſe, he relapſed as before, and 
then he could find Benefit and Relief by 
no other Aſtringent or Medicine of any 
kind fo ſoon as by this Szyprick, 


TRE like Succeſs he had with it on 
a Shoemaker, his Patient, in a like Caſe 
of ſpitting Blood, whom it was feared 
was gone into a Conſumption. Wherefore 
he finding ſuch Succeſs in theſe Inſtances, 
was encouraged to try it in other Caſes 
internal as well as external; he having 
himſelf frequently found it of great Re- 
lief upon violent Effuſions of bloody 
Urine, cauſed, as he ſuppoſed, by the 
Stone in the Kidneys; and tho? it no way re- 
lieves theStone, yet it reftrained the fright- 
ful Symptoms of Bleeding tor the Time. 


I nave a Written Account from 
Mr. Jones, late Apothecary in Lombard 
Street, who, among ſeveral other Expe- 
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riences of the Succeſs of this Stypticł a- 
mong his Patients, relates of one at

I HAVE another Account from thence > 
of a Patient of theirs near Seventy Years 7 
old, who, for about three Hours, had 1 
vomited Blood prodigiouſly, ſo that it 
had brought her into Swoonings and vio- 
lent Cramp-like Convulſives; they gave 
her of the Styprick I iii allay d with Frog 
Spawn Water; the firſt three Spoenfuls 
immediately quicted the Symptoms, re- 
vived her, and in two or three Hours 
Time, fat up in Bed; ſhe continued uſing 
it in this Proportion two or three Days, 
and finding ſome Oppreſſion at her Sto- 
mach, adviſing with me about it, I re-

tion downward, which brought gru- 
mous bloody Clots away by Stool, and 
ſhe ſoon recover'd her uſual Strength 
and continued Health. 


Tris Caſe they compare as a more 
remarkable Cure than another related by 
Mr. Prade the Apothecary, by this ſame 
Medicine in a ſomewhat like Caſe ; but 
as Mr. Prude never ſpoke to me of it, 
nor have I the Satisfaction to know him, 
I torbear ſaying any more of that. 


FROM all theſe Inſtances, and many 
more that might be brought, there 1s 
ample Proof of the Medicine being 
effectual and ſafe, inwardly as well as 
outwardly. And farther, it is to be re- 
marked, that moſt of theſe are Facts 
and Patients that I no way attended, nor 
give Account of, but in the written Words 
of the Patients themſelves, or the Per- 
ſons that attended them, which lie be- 
fore me. Therefore I ſhall conclude this 
Article of Proof, with a Relation of two 
three of the many Patients in theſe Caſes 
under my own Care. 
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AzouT Midſummer 1720, I was ad- 


viſed with about Mrs, Chapman, a Gen- 
tlewoman'of Highgate; ſhe ſpit Blood, 


was in a Hectict Fever, and indeed in the 
laſt Stage of a Conſumption: The Rela- 
tions enquiring of me, whether the Sryp- 
tick might be ſafely and ſucceſsfully given 
againft ſpitting of Blood in her Caſe ? 
Waiting on the Gentlewoman, and meet- 
ing with the worthy Gentleman her Phy- 
ſician, upon Conſultation together, he 
was afraid this Balſamick Styptick was 
too hot and generous to be piven in her 
Hectick Caſe; I propoſed allaying it to 
the Strength of a common Cordial, and 
giving it ſo, but he added to this pur- 
poſe, His only Fear in it was heightning her 
Fever, but if from the Nature and Power 
of this Balſamick Styptick, which himſelf 
did not know (though I did) the Bleeding 
might be ſtopd, he adviſed it might bs 


done, if I would undertake that it no way 
would excite the Fever. I aſſured him it 
might be done. She immediately took 


about a Spoonful of it alone; and being 
animated againſt being frighten'd if any 
Blood extravaſeated ſhould be thrown 

vp 
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up that Night or next Morning, ſhe ſpit 
up next Morning ſome grumous clottiſh 
Blood, but never after, ſo as to diſturb 
her; her Fever was not in the leaſt in- 
creaſed, and all this was over in Forty 
Eight Hours, and ſhe recruited for ſome 
Time after. It's true, this did not cure her 
Conſumption, nor was it propoſed to do 
that, but ſhewed the Power and Safety 
of the Styptick; however, ſome Weeks 
after ſhe relapſed into her ws 
Conſumption, and died. 


I was called to a Patient in Red. Crofs 
ſtreet, Mrs. A. White, who had vomit- 
ted and ſpit Blood a long Time, for 
which ſhe had the Advice of Dr. Cage, 
and ſeveral other eminent Phyſicians, but 
to no effect, ſo that ſhe was quite dif- 
courag'd, and deſpairing of Help; I be- 
ing defired viſited her, and I ordered 
the following Mixture of the Styptick : 
R. Efſent. Balſ. Stypr. S iv. Ag. Ceras. Fil 
Syrup. Iperic. q. ſ. of this Mixture of the 
Styptick ſhe 4 two or three Spoonfuls 
every 4 or 6 Hours, and in a few Days 
her ſpiting and vomiting of Blood quite 
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Hours her bleeding was ſtop'd effectual- 
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ſtop'd; but had ſtill no Appetite, nor 
Was ſhe free from a Nauſeouſneſs and 
Oppreſſion at her Stomach ; therefore a 
gentle alterative Purge being given, 
which ſhe repeated once a Week as Oc- 
caſion required, without any Confine- 
ment or Regimen, and alſo continuing to 
take once or twice a Day of the afore- 
ſaid Mixture, ſhe recovered Appetite, 
Strength, and Vivacity, and marry'd Mr. 
Griffis in White-Croſs-ftreet in a few 
Months afterwards. 


Bor to conclude theſe kind of Proofs. 
About May laſt, 17 22, a young Woman 
in Coleman-ſtreet, at Mr. Higgs's was ſeiz d 


wich violent bleeding, both at the Noſe 


and Mouth, and in ſome Days loſt an 
incredible Quantity: Thus ſhe continued 
for ten Days together by Fits, the Phyſi- 
cian, Surgeon and Apothecary not be- 
ing able to help her; ſhe was ſa reduc'd

Blood, that perhaps not above two or 
three Ounces of Blood ſhall be loſt ; but 
in a time of Hurry and Tumult, or at 
Land or Sea-Fights, where there is a vaſt 
Effuſion of Blood, and Crouds of miſe- 
rable Objects, which prevent calmly.ty- 
ing up the Arteries, there to have at Hand 
ſuch a ſovereign Styptict Balſam and Cor- 
dial all in one, would tend to fave the 
Lives and Limbs of Multitudes, who are 
loſt for want of ſuch prompt Relief.

Ir the Bleeding ſhould not quickly 
ſtop, the only Cauſe is, that the Medi- 
cine does not reach the Orifice of the 
bleeding Veſſels; either ſome Skin co- 
vers the Veſſels, and ſo prevents it, or 
the Smallneſs of the Orifice and the preſ- 
ſing the Fleſh too cloſe, hinders the Me- 
dicine from being ſuitably apply'd and 
entering to touch it. 


Tuus a young Lady was diſappoint- 
ed in uſing it, who had ſcratched her 
Face by a Fall in a gravelly Place; and 
though ſhe apply'd the Styptick, it did 
not ſtop the Blood ſuddenly, becauſe 
the Capillary Veſſels were cover'd by 
the odd rubbing off the Skin, ſo that the 
Blood ouzed from under the Skin as from 
under a Valve, that the Medicine could 
not touch it. In like manner, a skilful 
Surgeon was diſappointed in uſing it to 
ſtop the Bleeding upon his opening the 
Jugular Vein of a Patient; for the Veſſel 
lying deep, and the Orifice being very 

{mall, 
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ſmall, preſſing it too cloſe (T ſuppoſe) 
prevented theMedicine's entring the Ori- 
fice and reaching the Veſſel, thongh the 
ſame Surgeon had ſufficiently ſeen and 
known its Power. 


AND in this manner I ſaw a Dog, 
whoſe Crural Artery being open'd, and 
the Medicine apply'd, the Bleeding ftop'd 
in a few Minutes; but he being got 
looſe by ſtrugling, it bled again, and the 
Styptick was apply'd unſucceſsfully for a 
long Time, till one of the Company 
taking Notice that the Orifice of the 
Artery was cover'd by the Muſcle, he 
apply'd it carefully to the Artery, and 
it {top'd in a few Minutes as at firſt, and 
never bled again, Theſe cautionary 
Hints I thought neceſſary, to prevent Mi- 
ſtakes in Surgeons and others. 


As to the iaward Uſe of it, in ſpit- 
ting or vomiting Blood, or Weakneſs of 
the Sex, by taking a Spoonful or two 
every Fourth or Sixth Hour, the Effect 
will ſoon be obtained; but it being fo 
ſtrong and generous a Cordial, it may 
1 be 
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be properly allayed by ſome ſimple Wa- 
ter, as Cherry, Plantain or Common Ma- 
ter. The Reaſon of this will appear by 
an Inſtance of a worthy Gentlewoman 
(never uſed to drink Drams) yet think- 
ing ſhe might drink of this Medicine 
plentifully, and that her ſpitting of Blood 
would ſtop the ſooner the more ſhe drank 
of it, therefore ſhe took Seven or Eight 
Spoonfuls in the Time ſhe ought to have 
taken but Three or Four, and not al- 
layed; this over-heated her, and her 
ſpitting of Blood not at all ceaſing in Twen- 
ty Four or Thirty Hours, ſhe being 
frighten'd, and my ſelf indiſpos'd and out 
of Town, ſhe ſent for her Surgeon, who 
prudently gave her a cooling aſtringent 
Apozem, with an uſual Electuary on ſuch 
Occaſions, a Day before I came back: I 
was quickly ſenſible how the Miſtake 
happen'd ; yet aſſur'd that the Medi- 
cine had given its Balſamick and Styptick 
Virtue to the Blood, ſo that as ſoon as ever 
her over-heating from taking too much of 
it was abated, her ſpitting Blood would 
ceaſe, as in two or three Days the Event 
anſwer d. But the Surgeon juſtly went 

away 
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away with the Honour of doing what the 
Styprick did not in Appearance perform 
through that Miſtake, though really it 
did in Effect; perhaps the Miſtake was 
in me alone, and none at all in the Lady, 


who, however, God be thanked, did 
very well.

So long as the Medicine is not mixed 
with what Caſtrates, or prevents its 
Power and Nature, all theſe artificial 
Managements, which are eaſy to the 
Skilful Practitioner, may be uſed to the 
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Advantage of the Patient, without any 
ſeeming Innovation in Practice.

Bur by theſe Mixtures it muſt be re- 
membred, the Medicine's Force is a lit- 
tle allayed, and what might one way be 
done at twice or thrice with Safety, may 
be done in Ten or Twenty Times. 


Bur in Caſes of the laſt Extremity 
from inward Bleedings, there muſt be 
no dallying by mixing it. If the vo- 
mitting Blood or Catameniæ be exceſſive, 
then let the Paticnts take a Spoonful or 
two unmixed ; or if mixing be neceſſary, 
as little mixed as poſſible ; and repeat it 
every four or {ix Hours till their Life is 
ſafe. And if the Catameniæ are very ex- 
ceſſive, apply a warm Cloth ſteep'd in 
Claret or Tent mixd with the Sryprick, as 
as well as give it inwardly. Theſe Di- 
rections may ſuffice both for the skilful 
and vulgar.

Alſo 
having given ſufficient Directions and 
Cautions for the uſing of it in the ſeve- 
ral Caſes, it is hoped for the firſt Eſſay, 
this may be enough. And though this 
Medicine is new among us, and performs 
its Effects from a Principle not much 
minded, yet the Effect being ſo ſafe and 
certain, it is left to its own Recommen- 
dation. 


Bur though this Medicine be per- 
fected as a Styptick Balſam, and is not 
here recommended for any Thing elſe, 
yet it is but in its Infancy; nor do I un. 
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dertake at preſent, for any other Virtues 
that are in it, or any farther Improve- 
ments that may riſe from the ſame Prin- 
ciple. The Principle I have communi- 
cated only to one Gentleman, nor did I 
think it proper to divulge till the Force 
and Certainty of it ſhould become too 
viſible to be denied or doubted. + 


I own, upon my firſt Entrance into 
the Practice of my Profeſſion, I freely 
diſcloſed the Secret to my worthy and 
honoured Friend Mr. Francis Moult in 
Hatton-Garden, whoſe great Experience 
in Chymical] Operations, his Candour as 
my Friend, and Honour as a Gentleman, 
ſufficiently encouraged me to intruſt him 
with it ; and he indced is Witneſs to 
many of the Experiments I have herein 
mentioned, and many more, 


AND I muſt on this Account own 
with grateful Acknowledgments, his 
encouraging me in the Preparation of 
it upon the Principle I communicated, 
and alſo his Readineſs to aſſiſt me in or- 
der to perſect this Medicine my ſelf, 

having 
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having not then, either a Laboratory or 
Chymical Convenience, nor the Experience 
I have ſince had. 


of ſeveral Principles of Phyſick, which 
I conceive (if duly attended to by Per- 
ſons at Leiſure, and more capable of im- 
proving upon them) might give birth to 
greater Diſcoveries than any that I have 
made from them: And TI leave it to be 
conſidered, whether the Loſs of many 
noble Chymical Medicines, which elude 
the Skill of our preſent Operators, tho' 
brought to Perfection by diverſable Chy- 
miſts of the laſt Age, may not be owing 
to a Neglect of the Principles neceſſary 
to be conſidered in their Preparation. 


By Omiſffion of this, the Medicines are 
diſuſed and thrown into Contempt, and 
ſcarce any thing but the Name of them is 
retained, but the Powers and skilful Pre- 
parations loſt. 


Ir it be enquir'd, what is become of 
many of the Medicines celebrated by the 
emi- 


I own, I cannot but regret the Neglect 
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eminent Chymiſts, ſuch as Sweet Sulphur 


ef Venus, Mercurius Diaphoreticus, Oleum 


Vitrio. dulce, Oil of Sulphur by the Bell, 
Otto's Salt of Vipers, and the Volatile Al- 
calious Salts, or ſome other Specifick Mes 
dicines which cure the Plurify and Palſy 
without Bleeding and Bliſtering ; the in- 
genious Practitioners in Phyſick muſt 
needs own they are not now to be got, 
neither from the common Laboratories 
nor Apothecaries Shops: And the skilful 
Chymiſts will, I doubt not, confeſs that 
for want of obſerving ſome nicer Subtil- 
ties of this Art, underſtood by the great 
Inventers of thoſe Medicines, they are 
vaſtly defeQtive in their Medicinal Power, 
according as thoſe Medicines are now 
prepared. 


Bur it muſt be own'd, in juſtice to the 
Ingenious Chymiſts, and nice Operators 
we now have, that ſuch a mercenary 
Spirit rules in one Laboratory under-ſel- 
ling another, by Medicines of the ſame 


Name and Reſemblance, tho vaſtly dif- 


ferent in Virtues from their true and falſe 
Preparations, that there is little Encou- 
ragee 
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ragement to Chymiſts to excel but in 
cheap Medicines. 


Howeves, to retrieve theſe valuable 
Secrets of Art and Nature, attained to 
and practis'd by ſeveral Phyficians, is a 
Subject well deſerves the Care and Ap- 
plication of the moſt curious and accurate 


Examiners into Phyſick and Nature's 
Principles. 


LET it but be duly conſidered upon 
what Principle any Medicines by Art or 
Nature are formed to work their Cure, 
it will ſoon be evident where the Defe&t 
is, whether the Medicine be of the Vege- 
table, Mineral, or from Animal Bodies, 


Fox if Medicines in their ſimple Nature 
or Artificial Preparation are Specificks ; that 
is, if for the moſt part they will certain- 
ly cure particular Diſtempers ; it ſhou'd 
be confidered, whether if theſe Specificks 
are adulterated by any foreign Mixtures, 
or paſs new Ferments, and ſo are meta- 
morphoſed before they are preſcribed, 
whether they do not then become of a 
different 
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different Species ? And conſequently, 
whether their Specifick Property may 
not be weakened, if not wholly loft? and 
ſo the Patient loſe the Advantage, and 
the Medicine its Credit. 


As for the groſs evacuatory Medicines 
by Vomits, and Seige, they are ſuffici- 
ently known to every Practitioner, that 
its needleſs to point at the Principle they 
operate by, tho' each of them hath its ſpe- 
cial Property for ſuch and ſuch Inten- 
tions, 


Bur beſides Spectfick Medicines, there 
are others which act upon general Princi- 
ples, and by the mechanick Laws of Na- 
ture commonly obſerved, periorm their 
medicinal Operations almoſt as certainly 
as Specificks, when judiciouſly admini- 
ſtred; ſuch are the Volatile Diſſolving 
Diaphoretick Medicines, Theſe by their 
Property diſſolve, and circulating do waſh 
away like 4 Soap (by Perſpiration, Sweat, 
Urine, or gentle Seige, as beſt ſerves Na- 
ture, put in a ſutable Regimen) the viti- 
ous morbifick Matter or Excrement-like 


Im- 
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Impurities whereſoever it is lodged, whe- 
ther in the Stomach, Bowels, or more 
remote Paſſages of the Animal Oecono- 
my, whereby Fevers and other Diſorders 
are excited and engendred. 


SucH like general Medicines alſo are 
thoſe ſweet aſtringent Balſams, which 


being rendred Volatile, eaſily glide thro' 


the Blood and Vital Juices of the Body, 
recruiting the languid Spirit, and unfold 
their ſtrengthening Virtue to the ſeve- 
ral decaying Powers and Faculties as they 
pals thro? the various Animal Digeſtions. 


THERE are other general Medicines 


which are Generous Cordials, or Alexi- 


pharmick Medicines ; theſe, like Wine or 
proper Food, refreſh and repleniſh depau- 
perated Nature, Yet it may be obſerved 
of theſe very Alexipharmick, or Cordial 
Medicines, ſome are more, ſome leſs 
friendly to zer vous Diſorders, and other 
Weakneſs (eſpecially in the more tender 
Sex) obvious to a Phyſician's Judgment 
and Care. For the ſimple Cephalick Cor- 
dials, as Snake-Roor, Cochineal, Saffron, &c. 
and

and the Compounds of Venice Treacle, 
Mithridate, Rauleigh's Confection, together 
with common Compound- Waters ; theſe 
are Cordials or Alexipharmicks of one kind, 
but the Rafian Caſtor, Phu or Valerian 
Root, Amber, Porcapine, Bezoar, &c. theſe 


are nervous Alexipharmicks of another 
kind. 


WreTHrR ſome of theſe and the like 
do not operate chiefly by an alterative Fer- 
ment, or by a Fume, agreeably affecting 
the Head, Stomach, or Uterus, is a Mat- 
ter not unworthy of our Reflection. 


For is it not evident that ſeveral 
Things work powerfully upon humane 


Conſtitutions by their Scents, Savours and 


Odours? Witneſs the malignant Influence 
of the inviſible, and to the Noſe inſenſi- 
ble, Vapour diffuſed from Arſenick Fumes or 
from Cheeſe or Cats, &c. to ſeveral Perſons ; 
and the beneficial Influence from Aſſa Fetida, 
Galbanum, Pha, Spirits of Harts-horn, &c. 
which give ſpeedy Relief in ſeveral ner- 
vous, hyſterick and convulſive Diſorders, 
as is plain to thoſe who know how to 

uſe 
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uſe them skilfully in their ſimple Nature 
or adapt Compoſitions. 


AND it may be noted, that Medicine 
like a Sword, may be uſed for Defence 
or Offence : Thus the ſame Odours that 
excite Fits of the Mother and Convul- 
ſions when they impreſs the Noſe, if the 
ſame Things are apply'd to another ap- 
propriate Part, will ſpeedily cure thoſe 
Fits in Women, as much as by removing 
the Cheeſe or Cat, the ſickning and 


fainting cauſed thereby is immediately 
relieved. 


THERE are other Medicines that 
act by a Quality wholly inſenſible to our 
common Senſations, like the hidden Virtue 
of the Loadſtone diffuſing its directive 
Influence within a certain Sphere and 
Medium, yet ſo as not in the leaſt to 
affect any other Body but the Steel, to 
which it is adapted, 


IN a manner ſomewhat reſembling 
this, a conſtant Vapour or Efflux is in- 
3 diffuſed from theſe Medicines 


operating 
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operating in a peculiar way on Bodies 
Prepared, and within their Sphere of 
Activity, without any ſenſible Diminu- 


tion of their Quantity. 


Tus the antimonial Cup imparts 
its Emetick Quality; decoQted Quick- 
ſilver, its Virtue againſt Worms; the 
Porcupine Bezoar, its bitter Tinge, and 
Saturn prepared its ſanative Virtue to 
ulcerous Cancers. 


AxD now that theſe nicer Principles 
of Phyſick are pointed at, it would be
